of Draft Rolls On 


Automobile Prices 


Due for New Hike; 
Production Cost Up 


Public 
Will Pay More; 


Announcement Expect- 


ed Within 10 Days 


Washington, May 20—(AP) — 


Prices of new cars, already boost- 
ed because of higher wages, are 
going up again-—this time an av- 
erage of four to five per cent to 
offset costlier steel and parts. 


Disclosing this today, a high 


OPA offiical told a reporter pri- 
vately that the hike probably will 
go into effect within 10 days. 


He said OPA hopes this will 


be the last of the auto price in- 
creases required under the admin- 
istration's liberalized wage-price 
policy. 


Under it. retail prices for most 


cars were boosted from $1 to $60 
in March and April to compensate 
for wage increases granted in the 
industry. 


Figuring an average of five 


per cent, the new increase will 
add $60 to the price of a $1,200 
car. However, the hike for autos 
in this price -ange may be less 
than the average. 


Passed on to Public 


In any case, the entire increase 


will be passed on to the public. 
OPA has said dealers' profits mar- 
gins will not be trimmed any more. 


One of the principal factors be- 


hind the new increase is the av- 
erage boost of $5 a ton for steel 
which the government allowed last 
February when the industry in- 
creased wages 18'2 cents hourly to 
settle the steel strike. The auto 
industry also is paying higher 
prices for other materials. 


The other mam reason for the 


imminent auto price increase is 
the higher cost of parts to car 
makers. 


Predictions Blasted 


These two increases—for wages 


on the one hand for parts and ma- 
terials on the other—have blasted 
OPA's 1945 prediction that new 
cars would cost the public no more 
than in 1942. 


However, even before these in- 


creases were granted, one other 
factor had upspet OPA's forecasts. 


This was nrice increases ..which 


manufacturers charged 
for 
ihe 


"changes in design and engineer- 
ing specifications" and for "im- 
provements". These are authorized 
automatically by OPA 
on 
the 


ground that a better car is worth 
more money. 


Some examples of these in- 


creases are from $66 to $417 for 
one line of cars, from $59 to $121 
for another line, and from $18 to 
$47 for an idividua! make.

Washington. May 20—(AP) — 


An estimate that the woiId may 
fall a third short on food again 
next year challenged experts of 
18 nations and five international 
oigamzations as they met today 
to combat famine. 


The estimate came from

United Nations Food and Agricul- 
ture Organization -30,500,000 met- 
ric tons of wheat needed in short- 
age aieas, 18.000,000 to 20.000.000 
'ons available from surplus coun- 
ti ies.

Nicholas, 


and a score of lesser royalty. He 
departed in a day when kings had 
ceased to be a significant force in 
European history. And in his own 
inept way he did much to bring 
the institution of monarchy to its 
low estate. 


Now the 
prediction 
is that, 


with him, the monarchy has de- 
parted from Italy, and that next 
month's plebiscite will show that 
the Italian people are unwilling to 
sec Victor Emmanuel's son suc- 
ceed him. 
But 
if Italian voters 


choose a republic over the mon- 
archy, it will not necessarily fol- 
low that they are choosing clem- 
ocracv over fascism 


In almost every case, the mon- 


archies that passed from the scene 
during Victor Emmanuel's reign 
were replaced by dictatorship of 
one sort or another 
The monar- 


chies which remain today offer the 
most cloar-eiil examples of dem- 
ocracy in Europe.

tion-ridden people of Italy must 
find is a government which rep-
